(j=1) preventing an internal oscillator from beginning to oscillate; 

(j=2) preventing an oscillator for an external clock signal from beginning to 
oscillate; 

(j=4) preventing the build-up of a high voltage; and 
(j=7) switching on an increased current drain in the operating state or the 
quiescent state."

characterized in that the at least partial de-activation of the operation of the 
component and/or the at least partial destruction of the component is carried out during 
the start-up of the product by; 

switching on an increased current drain; 

blocking generation of high voltage; 

ignoring an external clock signal; and 

stopping an internal clock signal. "
